9 —(jp)—The reported flight of al­ 
most 4,000,000 North Koreans to 
the south is regarded here as evi­ 
dence of m ounting anti-Com m un- 
ism in R ed-ruled North Korea. 
J. Donald Kingsley , director of 
Korean relief for the U. N., told a 
news conference he had no doub t 
these refugees w^ould vote in a free 
election for the Repub lic of Korea 
oy er the Communist northern re­ 
gime. The.v would do this, he said 
despite the fact that they have 
sub sisted in the south largely on 
a diet of grass and roots. 
Kingsley , just returned from a 
trip to Korea, describ ed the condi­ 
tion of the refugees as the worst 
he had ever seen. He said the fact 
that they continue to flock over 
the b attle lines indicated a really 
critical situation in the north.
